BERLIN SHUT 


FROM WORLD 
FOR 7 HOURS 


Communications Cut Off 
as Reich Makes Final 
Preparations for War; 
Hitler Cancels Address.

BERLIN, Aug. 26.—(Sat- 
urday) — (AP) — Germany 
shut herself off from the world 
for seven hours last night and 
carly today as she made ap- 
parently last-minute prepara- 
tions “to deal with Poland.”’ 

From 6:30 p. m. (12:30 
p. m. Atlanta time) yesterday 
to 2 a. m. (8 p. m. Friday, 
Atlanta time) today authorities 
shut off telephone, telegraph and 
cable communication With most 
of the. world. 

During this tense period Ger- 
cancelled her projected 
at Tannenberg next 
Sunday, where Chancellor Hitler 
to make an- 
nouncement. 

Other rumors said that the 
Nuernberg party congress to start 
September 2 also had been can- 
~eelied. These reports, however, 
were denied by the propaganda 
ministry, 

Prepare Along Polish Border. 

Meanwhile military preparations 
along the Polish border went on 
through the night and in military 
circles the conviction was express- 
ed that Germany is “ready for any 
action on the part of the Poles or 
anyone else.” 

The reason for the sudden clos- 
ing of lines of communication was 
not apparent early today. 

The shut down 
warning. An Associated Press dis- 
patch being relayed to London was 
broken off in the middle. 

No Censorship. . 

But there was no censorship, and 
the official German news agency 
continued to bring in reports from 
the rest of the world. 

One explanation § for closing 
down communications was that all 
available lines were needed for 
the military and important state 
calls. 

While hope that a conflict might 
be avoided faded during the night 
and every German radio station 
continued blaring out martial mu- 
sic, sleepless diplomatic observers 
were somewhat relieved when the 
ban on outgoing messages was 
lifted. 

This siight relief admittedly had 
no substantial foundation. 

It was impossible to determine 
early today whether Germany had 
been in contact with other coun- 
tries in the course of the anxious 
night. 

The last fact known for certain 
was that Hitler had called in the 
British, French, Japanese and 
Italian ambassadors. 

It was reported that for those 
who hoped peace might yet be 
saved, the interviews were “not 
very encouraging.”

I have this

the President of Poland a reply 
to the message which I address- 
ed to yvour excellency and to him 
last night. The text of President 
Moscicki’s reply is as follows: 

“T highly appreciate the most 
important and noble message 
which your exeellency was good 
enough to address to me. 

“IT would like to emphasize that 
the Polish government always 
considered direct negotiations be- 
tween governments the most 
appropriate method of solving dif- 
ficulties which may arise between 
states. We consider this method 
all the more fitting when adopted 
between neighboring countries. It 
was with this principle in view 
that Poland concluded pacts of 
nonaggression with Germany and 
the Union of Soviet Republics. 

Consider Method Just. 

“We consider likewise the 
method of conciliation through a 
third party disinterested and 
impartial as your excellency to 
be a just and equitable method 
in the solution of controversies 
arising between nations 

“While naturally wishing to 
avoid even the semblance of avail- 
ing myself of this occasion to raise 
the points at issue, I neverthe- 
less consider it my duty to point 
cut that in this crisis it is not Po- 
land who is proffering any claims 
or demanding concessions from 
any other nation. 

“It is therefore only natural 
that Poland agrees to refrain from 
any positive act of hostility pro- 
vided the other party also agrees 
to refrain from any such act di- 
rect or indirect. 

“In conclusion may I express 
my ardent wish that your excel- 
lency’s appeal for peace may con- 
tribute towards general appease- 
ment which the people of the 
world sorely need to return 
once more to the blessed path of 
progress and civilization 

Cites Poland’s Willingness. 

Your excellency has repeatedly 
and publicly stated that the ends 
and the objectives sought by the 
German Reich were just and rea- 
sonable. In his reply to my mes- 
sage the President of Poland has 
made it plain that the Polish gov- 
ernment is willing, upon the basis 
set forth in my message, to agree 
to solve the controversy which 
has arisen between the republic of 
Poland and the German Reich by 
direct negotiation or through the 
process of conciliation. 

Countless human lives can 
be saved and hope may still be 
restored that the nations of the 
modern world may even now con- 
struct a foundation for a peaceful! 
and a happier relationship if you 
and the government of the Ger- 
man Reich will agree to the pacific 
means of settlement accepted by 
the government of Poland. 

All the world prays that Ger- 
many, too, will accept.

Sunday's lesson, II Chronicles, 
26th chapter, brings us to Uzziah, 
a king who forgot God. He 
exalteth himself, and that alway: 
brings grief and defeat, whethe 
the person be a king or a peasant 
“Every one that exalteth himself 
shall be abased; and he that huin- 
bleth himself shall be exalted.’ — 
(Luke 18:14), 

Uzziah was 16 years old when 
he was made king of Judah. He 
was the people's choice as succes- 
sor to his father, Amaziah, 
had been assassinated. He reigned 
§2 years. His reign marked 
by prosperity at home and abroad 
for the first 40 years. He had a 
good mother, Jechiliah. Zechariah 
was the prophet, and during those 
earlier years of his reign he seem 
to have followed the teachings of 
his mother and the prophet of God, 

“He did that which was right in 
the sight of Jehovah, and as long 
as he sought Jehovah, God made 
him to prosper.” How significant 
these words! Think what it would 
mean to our troubled world if 
every ruler today would heed the 
lesson of this lesson!

Invasion Denied. 

The official news agency issued 
a denial that German troops had 
invaded Polish Silesia late today. 

It issued long dispatches, how- 
ever, saying the intelligence serv- 
ice had established that half a 
dozen Polish divisions, set for an 
attack, are on the German bor- 
der and up against the Danzig 
frontier. 

The best possible information 
on the possibility of a compro- 
mise was that Germany required 
virtually complete Polish conces- 
sion on all disputed points. 

One report reaching Berlin from 
the Silesian army headquarters 
stated that a Polish military plane 
had flown over the city of Mae- 
risch-Ostrau, 

“It was a violation of the Ger- 
man border which was not allow- 
ed to go unanswered by the Ger- 
man forces,” the report stated 
cryptically 

Polish Troops Mass, 

The German report did not state 
specifically that the plane had 
been fired upon. But it was ad- 
mitted that the machine escaped. 

German sources tse«ported a 
strong concentration of Polish 
troops opposite Maeriseh-Ostrau 
and in the vicinity of Witkowitz 

According the German re- 
ports “it was necessary tc reckon 
with the possibility of an assauit 
at any moment.”

Poland’s Message to Roosevelt 
Giving Conditional Acceptance 


WARSAW, Aug. 26 (Saturday )— 
(AP)—The following message of 
President Moscicki was cabled 
during the night to the White 
House in Washington: 

His Excellency Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, President of the United 


States of America 

I hereby highly appreciate the 
most important and noble mes- 
sage which your excellency was 
good enough to address to me. 

I would like to emphasize that 
the Polish government always 
considers direct negotiation within 
governments as the most appro- 
priate method of solving difficul- 
ties which ever may arise between 
nations. 

We consider this method all the 
more fitting when employed be- 
tween neighboring countries. It 
was with these principles that Po- 
land concluded the pact of non- 
aggression with Germany and with 
Soviet Russia. 

We consider likewise the meth-'

od of conciliation by a third power 
as disinterested and impartial <s 
your excellency to be a just and 
equitable method in the solution 
of controversies arising between 
nations. 

While naturally wishing ‘to

and misunderstand our vital inter- 
ests, we should be without honor, 
without support, without friends, 
when this undertaking of domina- 
tion of Europe would turn brus- 
quely against our fatherland,” he 
warned. 

After his ten-minute talk the

TOKYO, Ai 25.—(4#)—Japan, 
shocked by Germany’s pact with 

old enemy, Russia, offi- 
lly stated today to have decided 
on a drastic change in her foreign 
policy, hitherto linked closely with 
the Rome-Berlin axis. 

She emerged as an international 

free lance, with her policy author- 
itatively described one of 
“splendid isolation.” 
Conclusion of the nonaggression 
pact between Germany and Soviet 
Russia prompted the reversal, de- 
cision on which was said to have 
been reached first by the cabinet’s 
big five—Premier Baron Kiichiro 
Hiranuma and the foreign, finance, 
war and navy ministers—and ap- 
proved later by the entire cabi- 
net. 

Kozo Ota, chief secretary of the 
cabinet, said the Russian-German 
pact caused the government. to 
abandon any _ consideration of 
measures to strengthen the anti- 
Comitern pact, in which Japan has 
been linked with Germany, Italy 
and lesser countries. 

Domei, Japanese news agency, 
said cabinet had decided to 
protest to Berlin against the Ger- 
man treaty with Russia. The Jap- 
press sharp attitude 
toward Germany and _ virtually 
thatthe anti-Comitern 
treaty binding Tokyo to Berlin and 
Rome was actually dead. 

Relations between Japan and 

Soviet Ru have been strained 
ince Japan started her conquest 
of Manchoukuo in 1931, and the 
two nations have been carrying on 
intermittent warfare on the Man- 
choukuo-Outer Mongolia’ border 
for the last three months.
